WESTERN ALLEGATIONS OF SOVIET 'THREAT' ATTACKED

[Text] It is difficult today to imagine the life of people without means 
of information. The UNESCO-published preliminary report of an international 
commission to study these problems states: mankind has at its disposal 
more than a billion radio receivers, 400 million television sets; and 
25,000 radio stations and more than a hundred telegraph agencies are 
operating simultaneously. Countries throughout the world print tens of 
thousands of newspapers and magazines, the total number of copies printed 
runs into the hundreds of millions, and approximately 4000 full-length 
motion-picture films are rented every year. There has been a headlong 
development of communication by means of artificial earth satellites. The 
population of more than 100 countries uses space communications, including 
television. 


The concept that has currently been accepted into everyday use -- the 
"information explosion" -- is truly receiving its embodiment as a reality. 
And that is not only from the point of view of the technical means of 
transmitting information. 


There is today probably no one who would deny the tremendous and ever-grow- 
ing influence exerted by means of information upon public life, the de- 
velopment of the economy, science, and culture. Moreover, information has 
become an important means of forming national and international opinion, 
and a major component of world politics. That was pointed out by Leonid 
[l'ich Brezhev in his message to the participants of the 8th Congress of 
the IOJ [International Organization of Journalists]: ". . .A question that 
is taking on exceptional acuity is: what role do the means of mass infor- 
mation fulfill, do they serve the goals of peace and progress, or do they 
broadcast throughout the world the poison of discord and distrust among 
countries and nations?" 




















It ta natural that the problema of the development of means of tntormaction, 
and the exchange of news and apiritual values have become objecta of 
discussion not only by journaliate and professtonal workers of the presse, 
radio, motion pictures, and television, These problema are also of vital 
concern to politicians, diplomats, and state and public figures. They 
have been put on the working agenda of international organizations, 
including the United Nations and UNESCO, and have been discussed on many 
national, regional, and international forums, 


An tmportanc place in the international study and evaluation of the means 
of information was occupied by the September 1979 international seminar 
that was held in Tashkent «= the international seminar of ‘sournalists and 


experts from the countries of Asia, Africa, Latin America, and Europe. 
Organized by the USSR Commission on UNESCO Affairs, by the USSR Union of 
Journalists, and the Union of Journslists of Uzbek SSR, with the partici- 
pation of UNESCO, that seminar re-emphasized the "special significance of 
information as an instrument contributing to the attainment of the socio- 
economic progress of society." The seminar participants, in their final 
document, came to the unanimous conclusion that one of the chief tasks 

of information is to serve the improvement of the moral and political 
climate in the world. 


Yes, the means of information are of tremendous importance in developing 

a sense of mutual understanding among nations. A great amount of respon- 
sibility is borne by everyone who is involved in it, everyone who is 
responsible for its content, truthfulness, humanitarianism, and not only 
tor its informational, but also its educational nature. And so it was not 
by accident that in Tashkent, as at a number of other international forums 
in recent times, the topic of discussion was the necessity of developing 
an international code of etiquette for journalists, a kind of codifying 

of their moral commandments that pertain to the responsibility that 

people bear for their actions. Of course, the development of this code 

is supported by, and will be welcomed by, all journalists whose difficult 
work has been devoted to the honest service in their chosen profession. 
But one must also foresee something else: a complicated, difficult struggle 
for the implementation of that idea, the stubborn resistance to the devel- 
opment of that code on the part of the reactionary forces and the pen- 
pushers who fawn upon them. In the West there is a large number of people 
who are ready to defend violtently their "right" to the monopoly of words, 
the "right" tomanipulate public opinion, and the "right" to behave irre- 
sponsibly (in the bourgeois lexicon, "freely") in misinforming millions of 
people. These people have their own concept of morality and freedoms. 
That concept was expressed with the maximum amount of cynicism by the 

New York Times as follows: "There can be no freedom of speech or ‘balanced' 
information if those who are opposed to racism and apartheid, and also 

to war, are not also granted freedom of speech." 


All of this must invoke the indignation of the public opinion and the ruling 
circles of the sovereign states which have been forced to take the neces- 
Sary steps against the provocational activities of che representatives of 
the bourgeois press. For example, in the middle of January the Iranian 








sithorities decided to eject from that country all the American corres- 
pondenta because they had sent to their agencies, newspapers, and maga- 
zines distorated, hostile, incendiary information concerning the events 
taking place in lran. A serious warning concerning a similar fate if 
they continued to use the foul provocational methods of working to 

throw Light upon the situation in Lran was given to the bourgeois correa- 
ponents from West Germany, England, and a number of other countries. 


The higher the authority of the USSR and the socialist countries, the 
greater their influence upon the course of world events, the broader 

the interest shown by the nations of the world for socialism, the prac- 
tical aspects of its construction, and communist ideology, the stronger 
the alert that ts sounded in the impertalist camp and the more frankly 

the unrest and confusion among the ideologists of anticommunism and the 
practitioners of anti-Sovietism manifest themselves. The events of recent 
time attest to the fact -- and this has been noted at the All-Union 
Conference of Ideological Workers in Moscow -- that the opponents of peace 
and cooperation among nations, the enemies of democracy and progress, 

vave increased their rate of activity and have interisified their ideo- 
logical attacks upon communism and socialism. 


An entire series of conferences and "symposia" directed by the NATO 
informational service was devoted to questions of expanding the ''psycho- 
logical warfare," to studying new methods of using means of information 
and journalists for purposes of ideological subversion. One's attention 
is also attracted by the attempt by that aggressive bloc to become the 
center for coordinating the ideological subversive activities of the 
propaganda-information services of the imperialist countries. The special 
servi-e created at its headquarters -- the Committee on Questions of In- 
formation and Cultural Ties -- has, indeed, be called upon to unite and 
coordinate the fight against progress, communism, and socialism. 


It is no secret that many anti-Soviet propaganda actions of the type of 
the "fight for human rights," the unprecedented campaign concerning the 
"Soviet military threat to the West," etc. also have as their epicenter 
nothing else but the deep recesses of NATO. The fact that these and other 
campaigns began simultaneously, practically as though synchronized, in the 
bourgeois means of information in the countries of the North Atlantic 
Alliance; the identical nature of the formulations; the extreme similarity 
of the "argumentation" and "news" presented by various radio voices, 
broadcasting, in particular, to the USSR; and the purposefulness of the 
campaigns only emphasize the conclusion that they are all being coordinated 
at a single place, are guided by the single NATO director's baton, fre- 
quently in close cooperation with, if not on the direct initiative of, 

the U. S. Central Intelligence Agency. 





Something that is especially telling in this regard is the propaganda 
ruckus that was raised in the West concerning the events in Afghanistan. 
Imperialistic propaganda and the Beijing [Peking] propaganda that joined 
in with it have been consciously and unabashedly distorting the role of 





the Soviet Union in Afghan affairs, and misinforming the public concerning 
the rendering by our country of complete aid to the Afghan nation = tin 

its struggle against the intrigues of imperialism and reactionary forces. 
Various "voices" and waves" [reference to Voice of America and Deutsche 
Welle] have been piling up mountains of fabrications and unmitigated 
rubbish about the internal situation in the country, representing, in 
particular, the temporary stay by a limited continent of Soviet troops in 
Atghanistan as practically a threat -- would you belleve! -- to the 
spiritual heritage and cultural values of the Afghan nation. The Reuters 
Agency even contrived to launch the fabrication that Afghar monuments and 
palaces are"occupied by Soviet soldiers and have been turned into barracks." 
We might recall that the idea of the notorious "free exchange of people 

and information," which is being stubbornly forced upon people and which, 
in the mind of certain people in the West, is supposed to replace the 
concept of true international collaboration in the humanitarian areas, also 
belongs to NATO. It was precisely the General Secretary of that bloc, 
Joseph M.A.H. Luns, who at one time stated that "...we can arrive at an 
acceptable form of coexistence betwen East and West only when the free 
movement of people, ideas, and information has been achieved." 


The NATO concept of "free exchange" was unmasked long ago, and there would be 
no need to return to it if definite circles in the West -- as the time 
draws closer for the Madrid meeting of the countries participating in the 
European conference -- were not undertaking attempts to view the inter- 
national cooperation in the ft .manitarian areas as a means by which they 
could legalize the "psychological warfare" against the countries of the 
socialist community, could "have broader access to the citizens of the 
socialist countries" with the purpose, as stated frankly in the NATO 
publication NOUVELLE ATLANTIQUE, of providing for the "penetration of 
Western ideas into those countries," and "the erosion of socialism from 
within." What we have here is the plans of the bourgeois ideologists to 

the effect that the expansion of contacts, the considerable increase during 
reeent years in the exchange of cultural values and information among 
countries with different social systems will have as its consequence the 
weakening of the ideological stability of socialist society. 


Needless to say, the cultural exchange and modern means of information 
provide us with the broad opportunity to become acquainted with the artistic 
values of foreign countries, their artistic forces, and the spiritual heri- 
tage of various nations. But that is not what the crux of the matter is 
currently. "The principle of culture for culture's sake must not occur 

in the informational and educational programs of the United States," 
American specialists in the field of the struggle of ideas C. Thompson and 
(U. Lavz) instruct the workers in their information services. "Cultural 
1ctivity is an integral tool of propaganda." (ther people in other countries 
{ the West also adhere to this principle. The unity of the views on the 
basis of the struggle against socialism and the communist ideology contribu- 
red to the knocking together, by rightist circles in the NATO countries, 




















{n addition to the Committee on Questions of Information and Cultural 

Ties which was created, the so-called International Association for the 
Freedom of Culture. At the present time the association to no small degree 
determines the trends and content of the cultural exchange between the 
Atlantie countries and the socialist states. As is generally known, the 
association, which is subsidized from funds provided by NATO, the CIA, 
Krupp, and other similar "patrons of culture," specializes in the dis- 
crediting of socialist culture; in attempts to exert influence upon it 

with the view to transforming it in the spirit of the "freedom of creativi- 
ty" in accordance with the Western model; in subversive work among the 
creative intellectuals in the socialist countries; in the supporting there 
of "dissident talents"; etc. 


Judging by the recommendations of the association that was mentioned and 
the results of the work performed by certain NATO "seminars" and "symposia' 
which developed the trends in the imperialist informational subversive 
activities, it is easy to understand that the object of special concern on 
the part of West specialists in "psychological warfare" is the group of 
Soviet creative intellectuals, especially the young people. "More attention 
should be devoted to those who form public opinion in Soviet Russia -- 
authors, journalists, artists, motion-picture workers, teachers at all 
levels," is the instruction given to the ideological saboteurs, including 
those who are entrenched in the radio stations broadcasting to the USSR, 

by the leaders of the propaganda-information services of NATO. 


The West no longer has any hopes of finding any "chinks" in the unity or 
spiritual stability of the detachment of Soviet cultural figures, or of 
finding on our clean field any outcroppings of weeds. What, then, are 
our opponents hoping for, if we are to judge by the plans developed by 
the imperialist subversive centers? Western propagandists do not conceal 
the fact that it is necessary to seek such chinks wherever the level of 
educational work is insufficiently high, wherever one can detect gaps in 
knowledge in the area of the social disciplines, and, on that basis, the 
inability of individual persons to analyze various events and phenomena of 
international and public life, or to orient themselves correctly in the 
propaganda haze of all kinds of "waves" and "voices." The fishers of souls 
at the imperialist propaganda centers recommend that the emphasis be placed 
upon the exploitation of the "weaknesses of the human character -- 
excessive curiosity, feminine vanity, the thirst for pleasure." The 
ideological saboteurs advise using the uncritical approach that certain 
individuals take toward themselves and toward their owncreations, their 
hatred, their desire, without expending any labor, to stand out among 
others, the striving to accumulate possessions. No, no mention is made 
of the accumulation of professional skills, experience, the fine honing of 
the facets of one's talent, the enrichment of one's horizon. The ideologi- 
cal saboteurs recommend, with the maximum amount of cynicism, that our 
people be inoculated with the "striving to . . . accumulate material 
assets," "personal prosperity without regard for the collective interests" 
In other words, they recommend cultivating among Soviet citizens, and 























primarily the intellectuals, the consumer psychology, "thing-ism," 

a narrow-minded way of life with its inherent egoism, the readiness, 

for the sake of achieving one's personal prosperity, to manifest complete 
{indifference to our moral norms and laws, 


Frecuently one hears over the Western radio "voices" that a certain 
personality who is involved in art has soared to the level of a "star," 
has acquired a fortune of millions, is living a carefree life, etc. 
Recently there has been no shortage of picturesque descriptions of the 
life in the West that is being led by certain former Soviet citizens 

who have handed over the artistic education that they received in the 

USSR at public expense, to meet the needs of the bourgeois moneybags, 

and frequently also of enemies of their Motherland. The question arises 
involuntarily: why, among the broadcasts of the various "voices" and 
“waves,' are there no programs devoted to the creative work of progressive 
actors and authors who have dedicated their talent to the struggle for 
peace, who use their art to unmask the dominance of profit and exploita- 
tion? Who has ever heard any stories about the talents that were wasted 
in West, about the theaters that were closed because of lack of funds, 
about artistic collectives that are on the brink of ruin, about unemployed 
performing artists, or impoverished artists? Where are the reporter 
stortes about those who, after leaving the USSR and finding themselves 

in "the free world with unlimited opportunities," have been forced to 

rive up their service to the Muses and be retrained as dishwashers or 
nighttime hospital orderlies? 


che bourgeois ideologists attempt to locate among us anyone who will 
besmirch the Soviet way of life, so as to present these individuals as 
“true expressors of the creative circles of Russia, and they extol 
literary raw material and modernistic eccentricities. And all this is 
for the sake of a completely concrete purpose -- the purpose of leaving 
innoticed the genuine artistic assets of socialism. In this regard, 
something which is of a certain amount of interest is the document, born 
in NATO, which recommends that one do everything to popularize the life 
ind antisocialist "activities of the dissidents" and "obscure authors," 
and to render support to them. Simultaneously the NATO ideologists 
advise, in the Atlantic countries, "the organizing of demonstrations" and 
protests by "local humanitarians" in defense of the "dissidents in 
Russia." "This must be done," the document reasons, "because the 
dissidents are rendering an important service to the West." 


's dot the "i'': the propaganda hullabaloo raised by the ideological 
saboteurs concerning the "freedom of speech and creativity" in the "free 
world" and under svucialism is by no means the manifestation of any concerns 
regarding the esthetic assets in our society. It is, in essence, the strug- 
vle against the high ideological and party spirit in our press, in 
soviet art, their national spirit, democratism, and their responsible 
intention of forming the communist political philosophy and convictions in 
the Soviet citizen. Our ideological opponents thus attempt to achieve 








two goals: first, to substantiate their "thesis" that socialism not 

only is "incapable" of developing creativity, but also "hinders" it; 

and, secondly, somehow to split the creative intellectuals in the 
socialist countries and, to the accompaniment of false slogans of the 
"freedom of creativity’ and the "free exchange of information," to 
create favorable conditions for the penetration of hostile tdeas into our 
country. 


Vain attempts! Socialism has proven that talent can manifest itself in 
{ts most complete form only when it serves society, the nation, when it 
{s aimed at the resolution of the tasks of social and cultural progress. 
Soviet cultural figures strive constantly to be at the level of modern 
requirements, to improve the content and form of their works, to work in 
such a way that they can use their labor to inspire people, educate them, 
elevate them, and to make life more beautiful and spiritually richer. 


While declaiming for the "free exchange of information" and the "freedom 
of self-expression" in the socialist countries, the imperialistic circles 
by no means show any enthusiasm for seeing these freedoms in their own 
home. The capitalist states are still far from a situation in which they 
grant the opportunity of free circulation of communist ideas within their 
own countries; or give the progressively-minded people a bivad forum for 
the expounding of their views, for example, over the national radio or 
television systems; or remove the road blocks placed in the way of 
progressive publications; or eliminate the most stringent censorship of 
motion pictures that are not to the liking of the bourgeoisie; etc. 


This policy manifests itself in especially high relief in the striving in 
the west to prevent the entry into the capitalist countrtes of information 
concerning the present-day life in our country. Western circles, when 
developing the agreements governing the cultural exchange with the USSR, 
attempt to limit its quota; to narrow the programs of statements made by 
Soviet figures in art by excluding from them any works written in the 
postrevolutionary period; to force discriminatory terms for the participa- 
tion in various cultural measures in the capitalist countries. Practical- 
ly no dramatic works by modern Soviet authors are currently being presented 
on Western stages. For the most part, the public there has a poor know- 
ledge of our modern writers and their works, see almost no Soviet films, 
and is poorly acquainted with modern Soviet painters or sculptors. West- 
ern impresarios frequently demand unjustifiably high payment for tickets 
to attend presentations by Soviet performing artists, and, naturally, 

this creates an cbstacle to people of modest means who might want to 
attend. 


It would seem that, in definite circles in the West which are responsible 
for the development of international relations in the field of culture 
and information, the operating principle is "We're in favor of cultural 
exchange, but without everything Soviet!" Ina few places there is no 
objection to using cultural ties as a lever for direct political pressure. 








That is precisely the method that the Carter administration resorted co, 
when it stated its intention, by refusing any further Soviet-American 
cultural cooperation, to "influence" the foreign-policy course of the 
USSR with regard to Afghanistan, Replying to a question asked by a PRAVDA 
correspondent, Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev remarked that ". . . Washington 
again is trying, just as it did decades ago, to talk to us using the 
language of the Cold War. By so doing, the administration of J. Carter 

is demonstrating its disrespect for important intergovernmental « ocuments, 
and is violating the ties that have been established in the field of 
science, culture, and human intercourse. .. We, of course,'' Leonid I1l'ich 
Brezhnev continued, “can get along without these or other ties with the 


United States -- and, in general, we never solicited them, considering 
this matter to be mutually advantageous and something that corresponds to 
the mutual interests of the peoples of our countries -- primarily in the 


sense of strengthening the peace.” 


At the conference of ideological workers in Moscow it was emphasized that 
Our opponents and their special services are constantly waging slanderous 
propaganda campaigns and are not squeamish about using directly provoca- 
tional acts. The ideological struggle between the two systems is becoming 
more active, and in the struggle between the two political philosophies 
there can be no place for neutralism or compromises. This pertains in full 
measures to the Soviet creative intellectuals. 


in the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, entitled "The Further Improve- 
ment of Ideological, Political-Educationali Work" and the materials of the 
Ali-Union Conference of Ideological Workers, it has been emphasized with 
new force that the development of the creative activities of writers, 
painters, composers, dramatic and motion-picture actors, and journalists 
is directly interrelated with the educating in them of a high spirit 

of ideology, of civic awareness, and political maturity. It is precisely 
for that reason, under conditions of the expanding scope and complication 
of the ideological struggle, that it is necessary to show constant 
vigilance, and the readiness and capability of thwarting any ideological 
subversions perpetrated by imperialism.

CHINESE MILITARIZATION IN INTEREST OF U.S, FOREIGN POLICY 
Moscow NOVOSTI DAILY REVIEW in English 5 Feb 80 pp 1-3 


[Text] J. Carter's speech in the Congress and his State of the Union 
address show anew that in its geopolitical plans Washington assigns to 
China the role of a club with NATO's steel calks, prominent Soviet Sinolo- 
gist Viktor Vasilyev told Vladimir Ostrovsky, a Novosti analyst. 


The Pentagon's recent statement on supplying Peking with military equipment, 
including radar warning stations, testifies to the existence of a joint 
US-Chinese scenario of the latter's cupport of American hegemonism., At 

the same time, in the context of the White House's actual moves towards 
rapprochement with Peking the United States is doing its best to camouflage 
its military aspect so as not to scare the worl public, the Soviet re- 
searcher says. 


Viktor Vasilyev points out that the foreipgn«=ollcy parallels of Peking 
and Washington strangely intersect wherever these countries act as oppo- 
nents of detente or try to create a seat of tension. Through joint 
efforts they are fanning the subversive and terroristic activities of the 
Afghan counter-revolutionaries from the territory of Pakistan, increasing 
the aid to their military formations, They are celiberately fuelling the 
conflict on the Afghan-Pakistani border and, naturally, are thereby not 
letting the Soviet troops leave Afghanistan. 


It may seem paradoxical but the obtaining situation benefits both partners. 
They are sparing no effort to associate all the "woes"' of the Moslems with 
the alleged "threat on the part of the Russians", 


It is clear that underlying the subversive activities against the DRA is 
the intention of the USA and China not only to fan the seat of tension in 
South-West Asia but also to make it permanent. Another purpose of their 
moves ig to jointly pressurize India through armed Pakistan, of which 

H., Brown's Peking visit and the trip of Zbigniew Brzezinski to Islamabad 
warn the peoples of that region. 


With Washington's blessing the Peking leaders are delivering arms and 
ammunition to the routed Pol Pot bands in Thailand, thereby fuelling the 








conflict in South-East Asia, is it not tor this purpose that Washington 
plane, judging by the US President's pronouncements, to "build up the mili- 
tary power of America's friends,'' with China now figuring among them, 


hut the newly-emerged ‘'community" has other aims too, 


China does not make secret of its wish that the USA should begin a war 

with the USSR without delay while the "Soviet Union has not become many 
times stronger" than it is now, As far as its own role is concerned, 

China would “create a threat" in the West at the Soviet borders and possibly 
permit the “Limited participation of its armed forces in the war", In 
short, Peking agrees to fight againet the Soviet Union to the last American 
soldier, As for the USA, it is seeking to give Peking a different role 
which, by the way, Peking does not reject. This role is that of an inetru- 
ment for the implementation of the American plans in the area and beyond it. 


it is Logical to ask where Peking and Washington are pushing each other. 
There is a lot of evidence of the unpredictability and the uncontrollability 
of the foreign and home »volicies of the Chinese top brass, Who can say 

now where the hegemonistic and great-power ambitions of the leadership of 
China will lead to and where the dangerous policy of Peking, willingly en- 
couraged by Washington will bring the Asian peoples’ 


\e Viktor Vasilyev has recalled, it is not mere chance that the USA has 

long been studying with great interest the foreign-policy objectives of 

the Peking rulers, as well as the zigzags of their domestic policy, Way 

hack ‘n February-March 1968 the Senate Foreign Relations Committee dis- 

cusee’ the stages of a revolution in general and of the Chinese revolution 

in particular, At that time the Senators arrived at the conclusion about 

the “inevitable exhaustion of the revolutionary spirit" and a turn of the 
hinese leadership to a more moderate policy vis-a-vis the Western countries. 


't is clear now that the recent quest for an approach to Peking was not 
fantastic. Today the "friendly" Washington and Peking are trying to use 
each other in their selfish interest. China is preparing the Pol Pot 
forces to invade Kampuchea from the territory of Thailand while Washington 
is ready to turn a blind eye to this, viewing the new Chinese military 
dventure as logical pay for Peking's help in the organisation and support 
the Afghan counter-revolution. 


(hina supports the anti-Sovietism which has exploded anew in Washington 

Carter's attack against detente because she hopes that the discont inua- 
tion of the US-Soviet dialogue will delay the ratification of the SALT-2 
treaty for a Long time and suspend indefinitely the transition of the SALT- 
' talks. China has a stake in all this. 


Chinese intercontinental ballistic missiles, capable of hitting targets in 
Western Europe and America, are still on the stage of experimental tests. 
The aggravation of the US-Soviet relations and the failure to adopt the 








military detente measures which could restrain the nuclear arma race suit 
Peking very well, the more so since it is acting as an experienced player 
of the centuries-old Chinese game--to set one foreign power against another. 
In international affairs Mao's heirs approach detente preceeding from the 
principle "the worse, the better", 


But does such an approach of the US partner and the White House's foreign- 
policy gigzag away from detente, into the sphere of the buildup of the 
militecy power of the Chinese expansioniste, meet the national intereste 
of the American people’ 


The fears of the sober-minded Western politicians concerning the "play of 
the China card" are well-grounded, The modernized military China can take 
a road different from that which te now programmed in Washington, Peking 
may opt for a course of action which has nothing in common with the USA's 
plans.

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SHEVAKDNADZE SPEECH AT CEREMONY TO MARK GRADUATION OF AGRICULTURAL STUDENTS 
Toilisi ZARYA VOSTOKA in Ruseian 22 Jan 80 pp 1-2 


Text of speech by £.A. Shevardnadze, candidate member of Politburo of CPSU 
Central Committee, first secretary of Central Committee of Communist Party, 
preceded by introductory remarks, on occasion of ceremonies for graduates 
from republic ayricultural higher educational institutions held 19 January

We shall live up to your trust with honor and occupy 
a worthy place among the agricultural specialists of the republic!"--stood 
out through the moving words of VUZ graduates G.Kh. Kaziveva, Z.Sh. Putka- 
radze and T.[. burchuladze. And seemingly taking up the torch of outstand- 
ing study and active public activity, second-year student of the agricul- 
tural institute P.S. Khechinashvili promised in the name of his comrades to 
strive for those heights which had been reached by the graduates. 


Representatives of those specialties, which until recently did not even ex- 
ist, are antering agriculture of Georgia this year for the first time ever. 
lhe deepening process of specialization and concentration of agriculture 
and its overall transition to an industrial basis and adoption of the 
achievements of advanced scientific thought are reflected in their entirety 
by this year's graduates. In the hall, they rise from their places and 
speak of what they have to do in practices, what high priority tasks will 
be solved by the economists and the engineers and machine operators, the 
specialists for conservation of nature and protection of plants, the elec- 
trification specialists of animal husbandry and the agronomic engineers.

The floor is then presented to candidate member of the Politburo of the 
CPSU Central Committee, First Secretary of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Georgia Comrade £.A. Shevardnadze.

clalists, technologists and economists. We attach big hopes to young qual- 
ified specialists, who tomorrow are to become genuine organizers of agri- 
cultural production. We see in you future party, soviet and operational 
workers, heads of sectors, our reliable, worthy replacement. The Central 
‘ommittee of the Communist Party of Georgia must have in your person its 
worthy representatives in the countrvside, active implementers of the par- 
ty's agrarian policy, upholders of scientific-technical progress and daring 
initietors of the new. 











"Sut you should also well remember that the sphere of application of your

"Comrades! 


"Today you are saying farewell to your VU7 and are parting with the unfor- 
pettable years of studenthood, The fatherly concern and attention of many 
of your mentors, professors and instructors, who have invested much of 

tueir eneryies to make of you worthy citizens and knowledgeable specialists, 
have been imprinted in your hearts for all time, 


"We are profoundly convinced that you will with honor justify the hopes of 
your VUZ's and your mentors. 


"Another most significant factor is noteworthy. It is in particular the 
fact that your student years coincided with extremely significant events in 
the life of our republic--these were the years of implementation of the his- 
torical decrees of the CPSU Central Committee on the party organization of 
Georgia, improvement of the moral-psychological climate, uncompromising 
struggle with negative manifestations and mighty upswing of the national 
economy, science and culture of the republic. Important qualitative change 
took place in the life of higher school.

The growth rate of production of products both 
in industry and in agriculture exceeded the average union indicator, hun- 
dreds of new production capacities became operational, the construction of 
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unique hydroelectric-power stations on the Ingura is coming to an end, the 
Rustavi Chemical Combine 1. being expanded, and important positive changes 
have taken place in almost all spheres of the national economy of the re- 
public, For these achievements and repeated victortles in socialist compe- 
tition, the republic has been awarded che all-union transferable Red Ban- 
ner. We are particularly happy with the high appreciation of the selfless 
atruggle and workof all the generations of Georgia's komsomol, it being 
awarded the Motherland's highest decoration--the Order of Lenin, which re- 
cently was marked in our republic as a big national holiday. 


"Our achtevements in the field of agriculture are shown alone by the fact 
that gross production during 1972-1979 of all categories of farms grew 1,6- 
fold. And the average yearly growth rate of gross production volume readed 
7 percent. This is one of the best indicators in the country. 


"Achievements are particularly marked in some sectors of agriculture, par- 
ticularly tea cultivation, citrus-fruit cultivation, viticulture and others, 
During 1972-1979, procurement of tea leaf increased 1.6-fold, citrus fruits 
--5,3-fold, grapes--threefold, vegetables--twofold, potatoes--2,8-fold, 
meat=--1.5-fold, milk--1.5-fold and eggs--2.4-fold. 


"At the November (1979) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, high apprecia- 
tion was shown for the valiant labor of our teagrowers. General Secretary 
of the CPSL Central Committee Comrade L.I. Brezhnev, with whose name the 
successes of our republic are closely connected, cordially congratulated 
the republic's workers on their successful fulfillment of the 1979 plans 
for the most important sectors of agriculture and the Communist Party's 

and the Soviet government's concern for the further growth of Georgia's na- 
tional economy, science and culture. 


"it is a matter of honor for young specialists in agriculture to further in- 
crease achieved successes in the sector and to find and put to use reserves 
of boosting efficiency of agricultural production. 


"The start of your work life coincides with an event in the life of the re- 
publie that is of truly epochal significance. The CPSU Central Committee 
and the USSR Council of Ministers adopted the decree "On Measures for In- 
creasing the Production of Southern and Subtropical Crops and Further Ac- 
-elerated Development of Agricultural in Ceorgian SSR." It would be diffi- 
cult to overestimate the political a d -octal-economic significance of this 
decree. First in the history of agriculture of our republic, it is a sci- 
entifically based comprehensive program of action for an extended period, 


"Truly grandiose perspectives are opening up to Georgia's agriculture. I 
vant to cite some figures strikingly attesting to the large scale of the 
oroyram for developmenc of the republic's agriculture. During 1981-1985, 
there will have to be established in Georgia 30,000 hectares of new vine- 
yards, 11,000 nectares of tea plantations, 11,000 hectares forcitrus crops, 
a large number of animal-husbandry complexes will be built and so on, 














“ipl poeitions have to be taken in the fleld of prodvction of valuable 
woutherm and subtropical crops. by 1990 tea-leaf production must reach 
700,000 tons, citrus-trudt crops--500,000 tons, grapes~-1,500,000 tons and 
fruitee-1,200,000 tons, Production of animal-husbandry products, vegetables 
and potatoes will have to be doubled, In the solution of the honorable, 
truly patriotic task, consisting of full satisfaction of the workers of our 
country in regard to domestically produced tea and also a sharp, even un- 
precedented increase in the production of citrus fruits, including lemons, 
you graduates of the Georgian Institute of Subtropical Farming, our young 
specialists, will nave to add your weighty word, 


"You probably know that concrete ways of putting this grandiose program in- 
to pract!ce have already been mapped outby a meeting of the party-economic 
axtiv of the republic held 22 November 1979. It was emphasized at the 
meeting tiat the fundamental basis of accelerated, intensive development of 
the republic's agriculture consists of wide-scale introduction into produc- 
tion of the achievements of scientific-technical progress, a sharp rise in 
the level of farming and animal husbandry#nd the improvement of the forms 
of management and administration, 


"In the fulfillment of this most important decree of the party and the gov- 
ernment, you young agricultural specialists are under the obligation of 
coming to the aid of party, soviet, trade-union and komsomol orsanizations. 
And while we value highly the old cadres of agricultural specialists and 
their rich experience, we are deeply convinced that you will bring with you 
a fresh spirit and penetrating creative thought to agriculture, which com 
bined with the experience of the older generation will constitute a reli- 
able guarantee of the attainment of new successes. The latest scientific 
achievements, which you mastered within the walls of the institute, and the 
instinct of managers inherent in the specialists of the older generation 
represent two important factors of qualitative transformation of agricul- 
ture, which under the condition of their close coordination, will produce 
the best results. 


"Il want to especially emphasize this factor. The coning of young special- 
ists to production is in itself a most significant happening. A pood man- 
ager knows the value of a young specialist, but cases have not been elim 
inated so far where those who come to work do not create normal conditions 
of labor and living. 


fhe Central] Committee of the Communist Party of Georgia will assume the 
control of the question of allocation of young specialists, their job 
placement and the creation for them of the necessary conditions of work and 
everyday life and will strictly hold accountable every person who shows in- 
difference to the attraction and securing of young cadres to their jobs, 
which is of tremendous state and social-economic significance. 

















"Local party anc soviet organs and directors of farms must understand that 
the bolstering of agricultural production with cadres 1s an urgent question 
of implementation of the party's Leninist agrarian policy and is closely 
related to tomorrow and the strengthening of the material-technical base of 
our countryside and its social-economic and cultural growth, 


"At this point Il want to make a comment, In speaking of just dissatisfac- 
tion with those who without a due feeling of responsibility act in regard 
to job placement of young spectalists and the creation for them of favor- 
able living and working conditions, which is a significant condition of se- 
curing them to their places, I cannot but help say that a part of the young 
specialists are not at their places of distribution. Frequently, this or 
that specialist, instead of actively including himself in agricultural pro- 
duction, refuses to go to the countryside and remains in the city so as to 
be able to gallivant on the avenues, 


"I believe that higher school and its staff of professors and instructors, 
party and komsomol organization are under the obligation of intensifying 
work in this direction, making sure that young specialists, on whose train- 
ing the state has spent much capital, consider as their very first duty 
serving the chief aim of their life--the big and honorable cause of creation 
of an abundance of agricultural products. 


"Comrades ! 


"We have achieved rather significant successes in the field of agricultural 
production, but we cannot rest on what has been attained and not see unutil- 
ized possibilities. At the present time we have a developed wide-ranging 
program of further development of Georgia's agriculture. The 9th plenum of 
the Central Committee defined the basic directions of specialization and 
concentration of the republic's agriculture, the 18th plenum of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Georgia outlined a complex of measures 
for the transformation of animal husbandry into a highly organized profit- 
able sector, and decrees of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
Georyia and the republic Council of Ministers on the development of separate 
sectors of agriculture have been adopted. 


"In these decrees the main attention is concentrated on reserves and unutil- 
ized possibilities. Young specialists must take an active part in putting 
them into operation, 


“As L have already said, in recent years the role and importance of our re- 
public in the all-uniton division of labor has grown perceptibly, its pres- 
tive has likewise grown. Georgia's agriculture is gradually assuminp a 
leading place in the production of southern and subtropical crops, This 
creates a feeling of lawful pride in each worker. 


“hut at the same tlme, we cannot bypass the fact that the level of farming 
and animal husbandry is still very low in our case. This is shown first of 





all in the low yield of grain crops, fruits, vegetables and other agricult- 
ural crops, especially on irrigated land; milk and livestock weight in- 
creases and also the preservation of issue per hundred head are low, and 

so on, 


"We cannot be reconciled to these defects. lsut good wishes and slogans by 
themselves are insufficient to improve the state of affairs. We need to 
develop a clear-cut stratery for elimination of defects and to determine 
the chief link in the complex change of problems and to make a systematic 
attack on the solution of a concrete problem and rectification of the spe- 
cific defect. 


"Intensification of agricultural production is the chief condition of rais- 
ing the level of farming and animal husbandry. This position, having be- 
come an axiom, is of special significance for our republic because of its 
extremely limited land and labor resources. Each young specialist must 
constantly remember this. 


"The principal linch pin of intensification of agricultural production is 
comprehensive mechanization. We speak today with pride of the fact that 
agricultural labor has become a variety of industrial labor. Domestic in- 
dustry is increasingly providing agricultural equipment to rural workers. 
From year to year the level of mechanization and electrification of sectors 
of agriculture is rising from year to year, but we are still far from de- 
sired results. ‘his has its own objective reason. Georgia is character- 
ized by a mountainous relief with a large number of small fields, which 
hinders wide-scale use of presently existing equipment. The creation of 
agricultural machine for work under mountainous conditions is an urgent 
task, as mountainous mechanization is one of the obligatory components of 
successful agriculture in our republic. But we would be wrong if we blamed 
everything on the mountainous relief of our republic and on the absence of 
mountainous mechanization. No matter what sort of systems we might possess 
they could be transformed into a mountain of dead metal, if they are not 
utilized maximally, rationally and intelligently. There is no sense con- 
cealing this; the fact is that today even in flat-country areas, the level 
of mechanization for the cultivation of crops is low in our case, and we 
are not using mechanisms that have been installed on animal-husbandry farms 
or milking equipment; the load and output of each tractor and combine is 
low. Who is to blame for this. First of all, the person to whom the equip- 
ment has been entrusted and its operation, 





"T want to express my confidence that the new cadres of engineers and mach- 
ine operators will try hard and displav a new attitude toward the effective 
use of agricultural equipment, The eloquent statement should not be empty: 
‘the machine operator is the chief figure of agricultural production, the 
rural breadwinner.’ 








"In the years of the Soviet power, an age-gold dream of our people has been 
realized: thousands of hectares of arid land have received life-giving 
moisture. Today our republic has 500,000 hectares of irrigated land, In 
regard to irrigated land, we occupy leading positions in the country, but, 
unfortunately, we occupy one of the last places in terms of crop yield from 
irrigated land. We still have a very low levels of use of irrigation, we 
seem unable to look after properly irrigation systems, and water losses are 
yreat; we timidly introduce progressive methods of irrigation and organiza- 
tion of water management. Last year, for example, 23,000 hectares of re- 
claimed land were in general not irrigated, Whereas in former years such a 
fact was justified by copious atmospheric precipitation, the absence of ir- 
rigation of reclaimed land under the conditions of last year's drought ought 
to be considered a veritable crime. For this lag, land-reclamation speciak 
ists are at fault; but is it only land-reclamation workers? How can a 
field-crop agronomist justify getting from .rrigated land only a 3-5-quintal 
vield, or a grape-cultivation agronomist, who fails to get more than 30-40 
quintals of grapes from irrigated plantations? 


"Tl am convinced that the young land-reclamation specialists who are today 
in this hall and also the agronomists will not put themselves into such an 
awkward position but will do everytliing possible to make each hectare of 
irrigated land rich. 

"< high level of farming, intensification of agricultural production are 
unthinkable without wide-scale introduction of chemicalization and the use 
of mineral fertilizers and chemical agents for plant protection. The big 
importance of chemicalization is indicated by the fact that a special asso- 
ciation of agrochemistry was created recently in the republic. The benefits 
of chemistry, as they say, are sensed by everyone. In the republic, increased 
production of tea and higher yiele of a whole series of other agricultural 
crops are closely connected to effective utilization of mineral and organic 
fertilizers. But at the same time, it should be pointed out that chemical- 
ization is not looked upon everywhere with the same zeal, and not everyone 
understands its importance. Fertilizer losses are still big at the time of 
transportation; on many farms, it is poorly preserved, and agrochemical 
cartograms are not used, as a result of which part of the land is deprived 
of nutrients, while another part gets mucii more than necessary. 


"There is no need for me to say to young specialists what outlays the state 

is making on increasing fertilizer production, Then why are they not fully 

used on our fields and plantations, in orchards and vineyards? As of tomor- 
row, you too will be responsible, young agrochemists, agronomists and mech- 

anization specialists! 


"Je speak with a feeling of lawful pride of the successes of our glorious 
teagrowers, viticulturists, citrusgrowers and fruitgrowers. These successes 
are undoubtedly great are accordingly appreciated by the party, the govern- 
ment and the people. but in these leadinp sectors of the republic's agri- 
culture, our successes would have been sipnificantly greater, if our 











vineyards, orchards and plantations had not suffered from such a defect ae 
Spareness,. Today the spareness of vineyards in the republic reachea 16 
percent, fruit orchards--13 percent, citrus orchards--7 percent and tea 
plantations--10 percent. The result is that we actually are short on 
thousands of hectares of orchards and vineyards, expend fertilizers to no 
purpose; equipment runs idle, labor is lost; we are short thousands of 
tons of valuable agricultural products, 


"Spare orchards, vineyards and plantations are first of all a big minus in 
the work of an agricultural specialist, they serve as a diagnosis of his 
entire activity. 


"What is responsible for spareness? Poorly prepared trenching, bad-quality 
seedlings, violation of agrotechnical care of young seedlings. The agron- 
omists is primarily responsible for the high quality production of all this 
work. 





"All talk about intensive development of the leading sectors of our repub- 
lic's agriculture is empty if spareness of orchards, vineyards and planta- 
tions is not completely eliminated. 


"In a discussion of still unresolved problems of increasing production of 
agricultural products, we must not lose sight of the problem of petting 
these products to the consumer, to the worker's table. 


"This is a very serious problem. According to incomplete totals, we lose 
every year more than 20 percent of plant-growing products. This means 

tens of thousands of tons of fruits, vegetables and other valuable products, 
on whose production much labor and capital have been exnended and which 
products our workers have been anticipating but failed to get. 


"We should also struggle against losses both in the fields and in transpor- 
tation, in warehouses and at processing enterprises. 


"It is true that we are short today of capacities of processing industry, 
but the reason for large losses of agricultural products is to be found 
not solely in this. It is possible to avoid a large portion of the losses 
with a sharp improvement in the organization of labor, full loading of ex- 
istiny, capacities and their more effective use. 


"I want to express the hope that the younp technologists in this hall who 
are poing to work in the processing industry, actively involve themselves 
in the solution of all these problems and make a worthy contribution in the 
fight ayainst product losses and in improving its quality. 


"Comrades! 


"Particularly big progress is planned in the further development of all 
sectors of animal husbandry. In speaking of the situation in this sector, 
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"| cannot help Lut note that the specialists of the older generations have 
left youth quite many concerns. Today the republic in terms of average an- 
nual milk yield per cow, live weight of livestock sold to the state and 
other indicators of the productivity of the republic's animal husbandry oc- 
cuples one of the last places in the country. Therefore the task set by 
the 18tn plenum of tne Central Committee of the Communist Party of Georgia 
--of transforming Georgia into a republic of highly developed animal hus- 
bandry--will have to be primarily solved by you--young livestock special- 
ists, veterinarians, fodderprowers, machine operators and specialists of 
other types. This must become a matter of honor for you, the chief crite- 
rion of assessment of your work, 


"Powerful and accelerated development of animal husbandry both today and in 
the future requires the positive solution of the following basic problems; 


"1, All-round development of the fodder base; providing the n-cessary 
quantity of vull-valued, cheap fodder for all varieties of livestock and 
poultry; improvement of the structure of fodder-crop sown areas. Together 
with increasing the yield of these crops, special attention should be paid 
to measures for raising productivity of natural fodder fields. The newly 
created republic association of Gruzsel'khozkhimiva together with apricult- 
ural speclalists must on a wide scale implement measures for top dressing 
and improving mountain hay land and pasturages, developed by the zootech- 
nicel-veterinary institute for the yield of natural so that natural hay 
lands reach in the immediate years ahead 25-30 quintals of hay per hectare 
and pasturayes--2 ,500-3,000 fodder units. 

"2, Special attention is required for the improvement of breeding-work or- 
ganization, artificial insemination and growing of pedipreed stock. The 
task is to sharply improve in the next year or two the breed make-up of 
livestock and poultry at kolkhozes, at sovkhozes and among the population, 
which together with strengthening of the fodder base is one of the condi- 
tions of increasing the productivity of animal husbandry. The capacity of 
practical application of the special knowledged obtained by the young zoo- 
envineers at the institute and their organizational talent, purposefulness 
and enthusiasm should be employed in the successful solution of this most 
sienificant problem, 


"Tue important work of improving the breed make-up of animal husbandry in 
the republic today includes the expansion and strengthening of a powerful 
naterial-technical base on a yearly basis. Its full load and utilization 
is your honorable task. 


"4, Today, when the production of animal-husbandrv products is more inten- 
sively transiting to an industrial basis, maximal mechanization and automa- 
tion of production processes are of the greatest importance. The moderni- 
zation and mechanization of existing old animal-husbandry farms call for 
special attention since so far a large portion of livestock is still on 
such farms. 











“And, finally, the fourth problem is reliable veterinary protection of 
aninal-husbandry complexes and farms. It is essential) to sharply improve 
prevention and treatment of various livestock and poultry diseases and to 
eliminate infectious diseases. Underestimation of veterinary services by 
leads of farms and sometimes even of rayons and gross violation of the 
rules of veterinary science costs the state very much. llundreds of tons of 
meat, milk and other animal-husbandry products are lost, The principled 
position of the veterinary physician, timely and qualitative by him of his 
duties and, on this basis, improvement of the epizootic situation in the 
republic are not only of the greatest economic but also of moral and psych- 
Ological significance. 





"Today your honorable task, young veterinary physicians, livestock and all 
specialists, is to be concerned with raising the level of veterinary ser- 
vices and introducing into production everything that is new and progress- 
ive.

"slodern apricultural production is a complex economic mechanism requiring 
the consideration and use of the most progressive forms of administration, 
The process of specialization and concentration of agriculture and expan- 
sion economic and organizational ties between kolkhozes and cooperative 
and state organizations place on the agenda the necessity or raising the 
level of the modern requirements of the entire economic service of agricult- 
ure. kconomic service includes rational planning of agricultural produc- 
tion, precise accounting of material resources and labor outlays, deep econ- 
omic analysis, scientifically based forecasting and widespread utilization 
of progressive forms of remuneration of labor and material stimulation. 


"The economic service must be at the head of the struggle for reduction of 
production cost, implementation of a regime of economy in all sectors of

"[t should be pointed out that in recent years the level of the economic 
service has sipnificantly been raised in our agriculture; in particular 
cost accounting is being widely introduced at kolkhozes, and many farms now 
have a bureau of economic analysis.

[Text] The 25th CPSU Congress, in determining the program for the future 
socio-economic and cultural development of the nation, devoted particular 
attention to the formation of deep ideological conviction, an active 

life position and a communist attitude toward labor among the Soviet 
people, 


The congress also pointed out the means to achieve this goal: "This calls 
for a comprehensive approach to the formulation of the entire matter 

of indoctrination, i.e., the provision for close unity in ideological- 
political, labor and moral indoctrination with consideration for the fea- 
tures of various groups of working people." 


The comprehensive approach is the concentrated expression of the party's 
policy in the area of ideological work under contemporary conditions. 

It presumes relations between and the dialectical unity of all its 
component elements (goals, trends, objective and subjective factors, 
forms, methods and means of ideological influence), which determine 

and influence each other. The comprehensive approach rejects 
one-sidedness and lack of systematization in the matter of the formation 
of the harmonious personality. It requires party and Komsomol organiza- 
tions, as well as labor collectives, to consistently apply it to life 
and to give concentrated attention to generalizing the experience 
accumulated by society in this area, 


In recent years the problems of the scientific formulation and practical 
realization of the comprehensive approach to the formation of the new 
man have drawn increasing attention from scholars, party and Komsomol 
organizations, The decree of the CPSU Central Committee “Concerning 

the Implementation by the Orskiy Gorkom of the CPSU of a Comprehensive

played a significant role in this, The comprehensive approach to indoctri- 
nation work has been the subject of discussion at plenums of 

the central committees of the communist parties of the union republics 

and at scientific-practical conferences, 


The two-volume work of L,I, Brezhnev, general secretary of the CPSU 
Central Committee and chairman of the presidium of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet, entitled “Current Issues in the Ideological Work of the CPSU," 
was an important contribution to Marxist-Leninist theory of communist 
indoctrination. 


A profound understanding of the laws aad prospects for social development 
permeates a decree of the CPSU Central Committee "Concerning Further 
Improvement in Ideological, Political-Indoctrination Work," It sums 

up the results of the CPSU's multifaceted activities in this area, 

and it sets out concrete measures aimed at further improvement in the 
level and effectiveness of ideological work among the masses and at the 
elimination of inadequacies, 





The decree allots a special place to the Leninist Komsomol, This CC CPSU 
document emphasizes that “the work to increase the political, labor and 
moral tempering of young men and women, to instill in them the desire 

for knowledge, culture, vocational mastery and a careful attitude 

toward the people’s property must become the concrete fighting mission 

of every Komsomol organization," 


The Komsomol is an independent socio-political organization of Soviet 
young people; in Uzbekistan alone it has within its ranks 2,367,000 
persons today, 


The communist indoctrination of young men and women is an important 
socio-political task of the Komscemol; how this task is fulfilled will 
determine to a large extent what the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics will 
be like by the start of the third millenium of our era, 


A recent plenum of the Central Committee of the Uzbekistan Komsomol 
examined the state of the work on communist indoctrination of young 
people and it outlined concrete measures for the realization of the 

tasks put forward in the CPSU Central Committee decree, and in the 
decisions of the 13th plenum of the Communist Party of Uzbekistan, 

In their work on the formation of the new man the republic's Komsomol 
organizations are guided by party instructions and consequently emphasize 
a comprehensive approach, providing in this way for the unity of the 
ideological-political, labor and moral aspects of indoctrination, 


The republic’s Komsomol Central Committee, along with 63 ministries, 
departments, organizations and creative trade unio..s, has worked out 
and is implementing a comprehensive program on the communist indoc- 
trination of young people, Coordination in the system of indoctrination 
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finds real embodiment, on the one hand, in comprehensive plans for the 
future and in programs formulated with participation by state 

organs and public organizations, and, on the other hand, in the work

and at their place of residence, 


Comprehensiveness in work and the effectiveness of the forms and means 
for exerting ideological influence have increased and strengthened the 
authority of the Komsomol committees, Since the publication of the 
CPSU Central Committee decree “Concerming the Further Improvement of 
Ideological, Political-Indoctrination Work," they have devoted particular 
attention to the political knowledge of young people. And this is 
understandables after all, political knowledge is in essence the 
core around which ideological convictions are formed and strengthened, 
These convictions are the basis for every person's world outlook; they 
determine his behavior, his attitude toward people ard his life position, 
That is why the 18th Komsomol Congress, guided by party instructions, 
emphasized in particular the formation of a communist world view for 
every young person, This task can be successfully fulfilled only with 
vstematic, purposeful and profound study of Marxist-Leninist theory; 
study of this kind helps young people not only to correctly evaluate the

The system of Komsomol political education is constructed with consideration 
for the age, vocational, cultural and other features of the various 
eroups of young people. Young men and women actively study and publicize 
the materials and decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress, the plenums of the 
CPSU Central Committee and of the Uzbekistan Communist Party Central 
Committee, as well as materials from the 18th Komsomol Congress and

they have obtained, 





The system of Komsomol political studies is well established in the 
Tashkentskaya, Samarkandskaya, Ferganskaya and Surkhandar ‘inskaya 

oblasts, For example, in Surkhandar‘inskaya Oblast particular attention 

is devoted to raising’ the political level of young women, In the last 
academic year 20,000 young women increased their knowledge in political 
education circles, and about 2,000 are now working as lecturer-propagandists 
and agitators, Political clubs, created by Komsomol committees at indus- 
trial enterprises, on kholkhoz"s and sovkhoz‘s and in schools have become 

an etfective form for introducing young women to public activities, 














Splendid opportunities for further improvement in the political education 
of young people have been opened up by the publication--in the native 
languages of the peoples of our country--of the classics of Marxism- 
Leninism, the works of L,I, Brezhnev and of other leaders of the 

party and Soviet state, 





Based on the premise that the "goal of political culture and political 
education is to raise true communists" (V,I, Lenin, "Complete Collected 
Works,” Vol 41, p 404), the Komsomol committees are attempting to 

organize the work of ideological-political education in such a way that 

it provides young people with new knowledge in the area of theory, but 
also develops, in the words of V+.I,. Lenin, “their ability to work out 
communist views by themselves" (Ibid., p 313), The Komsomol organizations 
work constantly to ensure that young men and women, depending on the 

level of their training, study systematically in political and economic 
study groups and seminars, and the organizations try to ensure that 

those people attending a particular goup have similar educational levels, 
Serious attention is devoted to the selection of propaganda personnel and to 
bringing young party members into this work, As of today 89.4 percent of 
the young people's ideological mentors are CPSU members, and 98.7 percent 
have received a complete or incomplete higher education, Highly~-qualified 
lecturers are attracted, as a rule, to the work in the Komsomol educational 
system, They give lectures which are convincing and easily understood, 
accompanying them with vivid illustrations from life and the experience 

of communist construction in the USSR and the countries of the socialist 
alliance, 


The effectiveness of Komsomol political studies is always closely related 
not only to their theoretical level, but also to the skillful application 
of the various forms of study: lectures on issues of the theory and 
practice of communist construction, Leninist readings, tutorials to help 
those studying Marxist-Leninist theory, This contributes to the compre- 
hensive solution of the tasks of the ideological-political, labor and 
moral education of young people. 


The 25th CPSU Congress emphasized that with a dynamically developing 
national economy, economic studies are acquiring ever greater significance, 
Studies within the system of economic education, if they are organized 
in the proper manner, are closely linked with the concrete tasks of the 
labor collectives, and they provide a direct, practical yield; they 
develop in young men and women careful management skills, and they 
provide the experience for the successful application of these skills at 
every work place, The work to raise the level of economic training 

has a positive influence on the growth of the productive and social 
activities of young people, It is sufficient to note that more than 
half of those who have attended the economic study circles and seminars 
regularly make suggestions on how to improve the activities of their 
collectives, 





The Komsomol committees devote a significant amount of attention to 

the development of this system of studies, The Komsomol organizations 

of Tashkent, Sanarkand and Kagan have in operation successful theoretical 
seminars to study the problems of developed socialism, schools to teach 
teach basic economics, etc, At the Samarkand Elevator-Building Plant 
the students prepared class projects in which they put forward practical 
proposals to increase the effectiveness of production, and they advanced 
the idea that a Komsomol headquarters should be created for quality- 
related posts, 


The Kagan propagandists have actively helped students to formulate 
their socialist obligations and their personal comprehensive plans, 


However, there are still significant omissions in the work of the 
republic's Komsomol organizations, To start with, they include the 

fact that the quality of work being carried out is by no means always 

in line with the growing level of general education and'culture and 

the spiritual demands of the Soviet peoples further, inadequate con- 
sideration is given to the dynamism of the socio-economic processes and 
the spiritual life of society, At times an undifferentiated approach 

is used in organizing, studies for various groups of young people, and 

the studies are sometimes removed from real life. All this slows up 

the ideological growth of young people; and it prevents them from 

from developing a profound, Marxist-Leninist world view and high moral 
jualities,. It is no secret that in the area of political education there 
is nothing more harmful than scholasticism, abstract theorizing, and 

the acquisition of knowledge for the sake of knowledge. The main thing 
is to see real prospects for the application of the knowledge and to 

use it with the greatest effect for the common cause, For this reason 
the most important task of the Komsomol committees is to organize-- 
within the system of Komsomol political education--classes which are based 
on conerete and practical activities aimed at the future and to develop 
in the Komsomol members and other young people during the course of their 
instruction an active life position and high communist ideals, which re- 
present, as Comrade L,I. Brezhnev noted, “the fusion of knowledge, con- 
viction and practical action," 


The importance of the solution to this problem is all the greater because 
of the struggle for the minds and hearts of the young which is taking 

place under the present conditions. This struggle between socialist and 
bourpeois ideology is becoming more acute with each passing day, Bourgeois 
ideologists and "Sovietologists" of all stripes spare no effort and 

do everything possible to dull the class consciousness of young people, 

to destroy them ideologically, to introduce conflict into the relations 
between the oer and younger generations, and to infect them with 
aihilistic views on the perception of reality. This is why it is essential 
to instill in young people during the course of their studies an 
intolerance for any manifestations of bourgeois ideology. 











In this regard a large role belongs to Komsomol and youth publications 
and to television and radio programs, which are all used as part of 
the purposeful work carried out in the republic to expose bourgeois, 
pseudorealistic concepts and to propagandize the advantages of the 
socialist organization of society and the socialist way of life, 


The consolidation of theoretical knowledge and the conversion of this 
knowledge into firm ideological convictions and high moral qualities 

takes place most rapidly in the process of concrete practical activities. the 
Leninist competition “The decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress shall be 
implemented" provides a good opportunity to unite theory and practice 

and to test the communist convictions of young people, It is an extremely 
effective and comprehensive form of indoctrination; it contributes to 

an increase in the labor and political activities of young men and women, 
Its significance was emphasized in CPSU Central Committee decree 
"Concerning the Further Improvement of Ideological, Political-Indoctrina- 
tion Work," which sayst "The role of the Leninist competition in the compre- 
hensive solution of the problems of communist education of young people 
must be increased," Participation in the All-Union Leninist competition 
is helping 2.5 million young people in Uzbekistan to find their role in 

the fulfillment of the program of communist construction outlined by the 
party. 


The republic's Komsomol committees are engaged in efforts to make more 
concrete and to develop creatively the media which mold political 
maturity and civic-mindedness among young peopie. Some interesting 
forms of work among young men and women have taken a firm hold; _ they 
include the Leninist lessons, debates, lectures and reports on issues 
of communist indoctrination, Considerable attention is given to the 
issue of how to increase the significance of socio-political attestation, 
which is of practical assistance to young people in self-education and 
self-indoctrination, We are aiming to have the attestation committes 
carry on their activities continuously throughout the year, rather 
than conduct individual compaigns. Only when it is set up in this 

way will socio-political attestation be fully in line with its 
purpose, which is to develop in young people ideological maturity, 
love of labor and communist morality. 


The republic's Komsomol organization devotes a significant role in 

the educational work with young, people to propaganda by lecture, The 
lectures are given by more than 6,000 nonstaff lecturers of the Komsomol 
committees, who are united into lecture groups, Participation in the 

work to spread socio-political and scientific-technical knowledge is one 
of the criteria for social activity by young people, Taking this into 
account, the central committee of the republic's Komsomol is putting into 
practice a process for the systematic analysis of student questions, 

and it is providing recommendations to strengthen the activities of various 
forms and means of indoctrination work among young people. For example, 
many Komsomol gorkoms and raykoms have created schools for young lecturers 
on CPSU history, the international youth movement, and for lecturers on 
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international affairs, They operate on a one-year program, Students 
write papers, anelyze the texts of lectures which are used in practical 
Classes and receive help in determining the subject matter for lectures 
and in reviewing the lectures; the help is provided by the methods’ 
councils of the Komsomol obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms, They learn 
lecturing skills from public presentations to audiences of young people. 
At the end of the course of instruction the students pass examinations 
and are usually designated as propagandists at the beginning or inter- 
mediate level in the network of Komsomol political education schools}; 
subsequently, when they have accumulated experience, wnay are brought in 
to give propaganda lectures, 


The following play a considerable role in the ideological-political 
education of young people: meetings with veterans of the revolution, 

the Great Patriotic War and the best production workers; active . 
participation by young men and women in the All-Union walking tour 

of places of revolutionary, military and labor glory of the Soviet people. 
Those who participate in the walking tour, and there were about 1,5 million 
in the republic--learn about the history of the formation and consolida- 
tion of Soviet power in Uzbekistan3 they create museums, restore and build 
monuments to heroes, and they present lectures and talks to the public. 


Moral training occupies a significant place in the system of the compre- 
hensive approach, The development in all categories of young people 

of communist purposefulness, and of the inner need to live, study and work, 
while guided by the principles of the moral code of the builder of 
communism, is the most important task of moral education, In formulating 
the main task of moral training, the 25th CPSU Congress noted: "Nothing 
ennobles a person more thar an active life position, a conscious attitude 
toward social duty, in which unity of word and deed becomes the daily 

norm of behavior." 


A person's active life position is manifested most vividly in labor-- 

in that active method of expressing love for the homeland, loyalty to 
internationalism, and to the ideals and values of our society. It 
presumes concern for the general good and impatience with everything that 
hinders progress in the development of society. From this point of view 
anorality can be manifested both in a person's action or inaction, The 
work of forming an active life position is directly aimed against 
indifference, lack of principle, narrow-mindedness and other negative 
phenomena. The affirmation of this position shows the transition of 
ociety to new moral criteria, to the real implementation of V.I, Lenin's 
instruction that ",..the entire goal of the upbringing, education 

and teaching of modern youth must be to instil in it communist morality" 
("Complete Collected Works," Vol 41, p 309), This tenet has fundamental 
significance for the activities of the Komsomol organizations in the 

area of moral education, 


The work to increase the effectiveness and quality of all types of labor 
plays a significant role in this regard, This formulation of the issue 
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is all the more timely because at the current stage socialism has 
still not liberated itself from remmants of the past in the area of 
morals, and these remnants are manifested most frequently against 

a background of labor activities, 


The high ideological-moral qualities of young people can be clearly 

seen in the mass political and labor upswing, in the initiative and creative 
work of young men and women in all spheres of production and social 

life. In particular, there is convincing evidence of this in the results of 
the All-Union communist subbotniks dedicated to V.eI. Lenin's birthday, 

Every year these holidays of labor take place in an organized and effective 
fashion, In Uzbekistan 25 million Komsomol members and other young 

people participated in the communist subbotniks of 1971-1975, During the 
Ninth Five-Year Plan they earned and handed over to the fund of the 

national economy 4,403,000 rubles, The number of those participating

The higher the level of individual moral consciousness and the understanding 
of the goals of socialism and of the social nature of work, the higher 

will be the socio-moral trend in the labor activities of young people, 

A particular role in the formation of these qualities is played by 

socialist competition, which, in the words of Comrade L,I. Brezhnev, 

is an indispensable means of educating the new man and of contributing 

to his political growth and moral perfection, 


Socialist emulation has revealed a considerable number of outstanding 
young workers and innovators of production, authors of remarkable 
initiatives, talented organizers, and excelient laborers, For example, 
the Komsomol-youth shift at the Almalyk Mining and Smelting Combine 
(the shift is directed by master worker K. Sharipov) decided that in 
1979 it would obtain a significant amount of above-plan output 

and increase the production of items with the state Seal of Quality,’ 


The collective of the Komsomol-youth column of the Kokand Locomotive 
Depot pledged to fulfill the plan for the transportation of freight 
by the 61st anniversary of the Komsomol and to increase the running 
speed of train traffic. The Komsomol-youth section of the Chirchik 
Guncha Factory No 3 has given its word that this year it will increase 
the output of children’s goods by seven percent and that it will 
develop and put out 20 children‘s products with the state Seal of 
Quality. 


The formation of the new man and his moral stance cannot be presented 

as separate from the influence of the movement for a communist attitude 
toward labor, In those years of the Tenth Five-Year Plan which have 
passed, 500,000 young men and women from Uzbekistan took part; this 

is the twice the number which participated during the Ninth Five-Year 
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Plan. Today the republic has 340 enterprises, 11,000 units and 35,000 
brigades which have the title "collectives of communist labor," We 
are proud that a significant number of those working in these units 
are Komsomol members and other young people, 


However, some Komsomol organizations take a formal attitude toward 
the development of socialist emulation, 


There have been cases in which young production workers take on reduced 
obligations in order to play up later the fact that they have overfulfilled 
them, This kind of attitude toward the organization of socialist 
emulation inflicts serious damage on the cause of the moral education 

ot young people. 


Every year the youth segment in the production sphere grows larger: 

98 percent of those who are replenishing the ranks of the working cclass 

and the kolkhoz peasantry are graduates of schools, vocational-technical 
schools and tekhnikums, These young people do not yet possess life 
experience; they have not been tempered by the daily experiences of 

living. And it is no secret to anyone that it is among this group that 

one encounters most frequently a low level of labor productivity, excessive 
defective output, and disciplinary infractions, The moral injury 

inflicted upon society in such cases is great. 


in every production collective the Komsomol organization must structure 

its activities in such a way as to create for everyone all the conditions 
necessary to improve his vocational-technical knowledge and to awaken 

in young workers inspiration and the spark of creative worke The 

work of drawing young people into active labor activities, into socialist 
emulation and the movement for a communist attitude toward labor--this 

is, in the final analysis, the guarantee of high spiritual development 

of the personality and the confirmation of the young person's awareness of 
and behavior according to principles-ef—the-meral code of the builder 

of communism, 


The labor collectives have a special role to play in this process, 
The Komsomol faces the task, formulated by Comrade L, I, Brezhnev at 
the 18th Komsomol Congress: "To create in the labor collectives the 
kind of moral and psychological atmosphere in which every person will

LEADING TURKMEN AUTHOR EVALUATES ACTIVISM IN SOVIET WRITING

[Text] The author of this article--a Turkmen prose 

writer who addresses himself in his stories and novels 

both to the present ("Zemlya pomnit vse" [The Earth Re- 

members Everything], ''Kalym'' [Bride-Money], "Svet gorel 

do utra" [The Light Burned Until Morning]) and to revo- 

tionary and historical sybjects ("Spor" [The Argument], 

"Poteryannyy" [The Embarrassed One])--reflects on the 

creative work of the young, on the paths of development 

of Turkmen literature, about that imprescriptible qual- 

ity of a writer's talent which at the recent plenum of 

the board of directors of the Union of Writers of the 

USSR and the Union of Writers of the RSFSR was termed 

"the active position of the writer". 
For the past 4-5 years, as a member of the jury of republic literary com- 
petitions, I have had to read many new novels and stories by Turkmen 
prose writers. The majority of their authors are young writers. Does 
this mean that Turkmen prose has been reinforced with talent--writers 
with their own special attitude, their own problems? One can name some 
">comising" names--A. Karayev, A. Allanazarov, Kh. Khallyev, A. Ashirov-- 
but on the whole one can hardly answer this question too optimistically. 


The greater part of the manuscripts I read did not give me the feeling of 
their genuine necessity, their need for the people. Many of these not yet 
published stories and novels may be regarded as unwritten. True, Turkmen 
literature does not lose much because of this. But from the very fact of 
their existence, as it is said, you don't get anywhere. It demands atten- 
tion. 


A significant part of these works have a common "malady", which is char- 
acteristic of young Turkmen prose. Frequently the actions of the heroes 
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are not substantiated psychologically, but are imposed by the author, as 
it were, to prove various types of a priori propositions. This deper- 
sonalizes the hero, gives rise to an everyday set-up, which is reminis-~ 
cent of bus going along its scheduled route; the speech of the characters 
of such works is similar to the daily repitions of tour guides. 


But the main thing-~in a number of stories and novels there is no expres- 
sion of the creative individuality of their authors, their own view of the 
world=-not borrowed from anyone, the active position of the writer is ab- 
sent. Why does this happen? To answer this question, let us turn, as it 
were, to the sources, to the conception of the project, to the young 
writer's selection of the subject matter of his future work. 


Let us suppose the young writer made up his mind to go to the construction 
of a large industrial project. Such interest in real life, in the changes 
that are being accomplished in it, can, of course, only be welcomed. But 
prior to such a trip, the writer must thoroughly think through the ques- 
tion for himself: about what and for what to write? And here it turns 
out that it is very difficult to answer this seemingly clear question. 

And meanwhile the great Tolstoy noted that, without having clarified this 
question in one's own mind, it is impossible to begin work on a literary 
composition. What now, wither before the barrier erected by your con- 
science as a writer or come back from half-way? No. as the Turkmen say, 
an arrow that has been shot does not recoil even from a rock. The requi- 
sition lies in the publisher's folder, everyone knows about the trip. 


Time passes, the book appears. After mastering it, the reader asks him- 
self the question: why was it written? In order to report that in such 
and such a place such and such a project is being built? But people know 
about this without the writer. And that representatives of many national- 
ities are working at the construction site is also known. The construc- 
tion tempi are fast, but the young cement worker and the young crane 
operator, representatives of different nationalities, nevertheless have 
time to fall in love with one another. Clearly, for love the project is 
not required! The question of family life comes up. Stop! This is a 
very crucial moment. This is the place for the manifcec-:ation of the 
national peculiarities of the two sides, the color, as it were, the 
customs, and so on. Somewhere in the second half of the work some kind 
of additional "side-line”" conflict must be introduced. But, you know, a 
purely production-type set of problems can put a reader to sleep. 


There is also a ready-made plan fox: a "production" novel. Does life 
create it? No, we create it ourselves, when we do not want to make a 
profound study of the changes that are taking place in life. In Turkmen 
literature, too, works about today's working class have appeared, about 
the transformation of the desert in the age of the ‘scientific technical 
revolution (NTR)--the story "Plamya" [The Flame] by Kh. Melyaeva, the 
play "Zori Shatlyka'' by M. Kurbanklychev, and some others. And it is 
good that the authors took up a subject that is so difficult for our 
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literature. but for the time being these works can be regarded only as a 
first step on the road to future profound and interesting books and plays. 
They are, for example, very far in terws of level from the novel "Nebit- 
Dag" by Kerbabayev, created many years ago. 


In the works I have mentioned, there is a whole collection, as it were, of 
the outward signs of today's stormy time: derricks among the sand hills, 
powerful equipment, gigantic pipelines. But these signs alone cannot make 
works a phenomenon of literature. Perhaps because they do not involve at~- 
tempts to solve great problems from the positions of our contemporary. 
Life already long ago went forward, much has changed in the organization 
of labor as well as in the relations of people, but the everyday and in- 
dustrial conflicts in these books are 25 years old. This is why they can- 
not really excite the reader. Do we perhaps interpret the concept of "“im- 
portance of the subject macter" as the necessity to write quickly? 


Here L am calling not for sluggishness, but for good deliberateness, as-~- 
siduity in work, strictness in the selection of the subject, for respon- 
sibility for his word. 


Time is our most severe and incorruptible judge. It shows us clearly 
what problems we are posing with insufficient sharpness, which we are 
passing by. I would like to cite an example. writers who came out with 
books on the first years of the construction of the Kara Kum Canal over- 
looked one important problem--those ecological changes that are inevi- 
table in connection with the appearance of a mighty water artery in arid 
previously desert soils. 


| believe that there is no necessity to underscore what significance 
water has for Turkmenistan. We regard the construction of the canal as 
the realization of an eternal dream of the Turkmen people. We consider 
it a miracle, which could happen only in our, Soviet time. Great works 
of prose, plays, and poems have been written about the Kara Kum River. 


Ihe construction of the canal is continuing. But now the writers are not 
interested merely in the construction itself. The problems which arose 
with the arrival of the great water became the basis of many works. The 
fate of the virgin lands, the thrifty, responsible attitude of the rural 
worker toward the earth, his benefactor, moral aspects of the interrela- 
tionship between man and nature--this is what now concerns writers. 

These important questions are raised in the novels "Pesn' begushchey 
vody" [The Song of the Running Water] by B. Khudaynazarov, "Toyli Mergen’ 
by K. Kurbansakhatov, in the play "Ty--moya zhizn'" [You--My Life] by A. 
Mamiliyev and B. Sukhanov, and in « number of other works. 


As is well-known, there has been a strong increase in the level of under- 
ground water on the virgin lands located in the Kara Kum Canal zone. 
And now, in connection with: the opening up of these lands, extensive land 





improvement measures were required (I already had an occasion to write 
about this in PRAVDA). The fact that at the time this problem did not 
receive the attention it deserved, I am inclined to blame on us, the 
writers, 


The active position of the writer is determined not only by the fixing of 
what is new in life, but by the revelation of the deep essence of the pro- 
cesses going on in it, by the rethinking of them from the standpoint of 
tomorrow. Of prime importance here is the breadth of the world view, the 
civic maturity and social vigilance of the artist. All of this does not 
come at once. Experience and mastery are the result of tireless work, 
daily study, which continue throughout the life of the writer. But lit 
erary study is particularly necessary at the beginning of the creative 
path. 


And we do quite a bit for this. Seminars, all-union conferences of young 
writers, the discussion of manuscripts in constructive sessions give the 
beginning writer a great deal. However, do we always orient young writers 
toward an independent, active search of important fundamental problems? 
Genuine creative enthusiasm, you know, must begin with one's own initia-~ 
tive, with the vital "first thrust". Our task lies in the ability to 
understand and develop this initiative. 


We talk a great deal about the necessity of creating works about the work- 
ing class. The subject is, indeed, very timely, especially for the liter- 
ature of the Central Asian republics, where genuine successes and accom- 
plishments in its development are not yet so numerous. But perhaps some 
author was born and grew up in the village. Is it not better for him 
nevertheless to write about what he knows best? It is no secret, you 
know, that many of our so-called "villagers" have as yet insufficiently 
developed the material which life of the contemporary village provides. 
The village has already entered the 1980s, but some authors, it appears, 
"do not get out" of the 1950s. Who is to paint a picture of the entire 
thirty-year period if not the young, whose life biography is fully con- 
tained in this time span. 


My remarks probably have a somewhat confused character because what con- 
cerns me are not only the problems confronting the young writers, but the 
broader and global question--the social activeness of the writer, the 
civic comprehension of the events and phenomena to which he dedicates his 
work. It is precisely the civic virtue, the social keenness of the 
writer's intention which impart scale and depth to a work of litera- 
ture--whether the writer addresses himself to an industrial or a rural 
subject matter, to the history of his people or to the age of the October 
Revolution. 


Let us say, the story "Pervyy uchitel'" [The First Teacher] tells about 


remote revolutionary events in a Kirgiz aul. But the moral grandeur of 
the deed of the hero of the story Dyuyshen, his courage and implacability

in the achievement of the goal set have enormous significance also for 
the education of today's young generation of builders of communiam, 


The historico-revolutionary subject matter remains one of the most impor 
tant themes for us. Like the baton in a relay~race, it is passed on from 
generation to generation, The moral force and the loftiness of the revolu~ 
tion constitute the standard to which we compare the events of our time, 
seeking to understand the true reasons behind many phenomena of our time, 


When IL decided to address myself in my novel "Poteryannyy" [The Embar- 
rassed One] to events of the 19208-19308, some colleagues convinced me 
that it did not make sense to take up a subject which was already well 
and, it would seem, fully developed in the literatures of Central Asia. 
It seems to me that by far not everything has been said here. 


The experience of baltic prose, especially Lithuanian prose, comes to 
mind. The uncompromising struggle with the enemies of Soviet power that 
unfolded in the post-war years in the Baltic republics confronted everyone 
with the question: with whom are you siding and where are you going? The 
writers searched for an answer to it, analyzing the inner world of the in- 
dividual standing at the cross-roads of two worlds. This hero as a bril- 
liant individuality and representative of a certain class found the ful- 
lest incarnation in the works of I. Avizhyus, M. Slutskis, V. Bubnis, and 
A. Belyauskas. 


The heat of the class skirmishes of the 1930s in the republics of Central 
Asia were not inferior in terms of tension to the struggle of the peoples 
of the Baltic States. But in the prose of Central Asia, it seems to me, 


this period of history has not yet found sufficiently full and deep re- 
flection. Evidently there was a manifestation of what Ch. Aytmatov spoke 
about so well: "Long ago we learned to interpret social and class nature, 
but the individual characteristics of people still do not come easily to 
many prose writers. But, you know, in literature, especially in prose, 
everything else sags in the air if there is no individually expressed 
character." 


it is precisely the absence of an individually expressed character which 
frequently leads many of our writers to a scheme which wanders from one 
work into another. Recently a certain positive advance has become appar- 
ent in this direction in Turkmen literature, as well as other Central 
Asian literatures, original works have appeared in which the authors 
boldly reject the established scheme, follow their own paths, and under- 
take successful attempts to reveal the individual character of their 
heroes in all its depth. Above all, this is true of the story "Tikhaya 
nevestka'’ [The Silent Daughter-in-Law/Sister-in-Law] by N. Dzhumayev, the 
novels "Chernyy karavan" [The Black Caravan] and "Posol Emira" [The Am- 
bassador of the Emir] by K. Kuliyev, the tales by A. Tagan and T. Kur- 
banov. One can recall here also the books by the Kazakh prose writers 

5. Sanbayev, D. Doszhanov, A. Kekil'bayev, D. Isabekov, and 0. Bokeyev. 
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But it is still tooearly to rest content. 


The Soviet writer is always characterized by a clear class and civic atti- 
tude toward every age. To elucidate it, he selects material which is 
close to himself. But whether he tells in his books about the life of the 
working clase or about cotton-growers, whether he addresses himself to 
history or to the present=-the writer speaks, first of all, about what 
disturbs him, about what his soul grieves, about what his contemporaries 
live on, 


This, in my view, is what the active position of the writer is. And a 
work in which this position is clearly expressed cannot but call forth a 
reciprocal activeness on the part of the reader. If adherence to prin- 
ciples and militancy become the basic direction of the civic position of 
the author, he will always find a clear answer to the question: ‘Why 
write?" A real book begins with the answer to precisely this question.
